1  JOHK  FKEKCHi,  progeuitor  of  the  Family  commemorated  in 
this  Memorial,  was  born  in  England  about  1612 ;  came  to  this 
country  and  resided  for  a  short  time  in  Dorche.ter.  As  early  as 
(1640,  Vinton  supposes,  he  remoxed  to  Braintree  ;  for  in  that  y.ar, 
'Feb  24  1639-40,  he  hud  a  grant  from  the  town  of  Boston  of  forty 
acres  of  land  in  that  place  for  five  persons  in  his  family 

His  first  wife  was  Grace who  was  the  mother  of  all  his 

children.  She  died  Feb.  1,  1C80,  a.  59.  He  sm-vived  until  Aug.  6, 
1692  Thayer's  Memorial  contains  a  full  account  of  their  descend- 
ants and  Vinton-s  Memo,i:vl.  of  those  connected  with  the  Vmton 
family,  but  neither  of  them  mention  his  second  marriage  to  Eleanor, 
widow  of  William  Veazie,  which  occurred  in  1683. 

The  marria-e  covenant  agreed  to  between  the  parties  is  a  cunous 
relic  of  the  -lld^n  tune,"  and  was  discovered  among  some  old  papers 
in  the  hands  of  one  of  the  descendant,  of  J  ohii  French,  and  published 
in  the  Randolph  Transcript  of  Feb.  13,  1858,  from  which  it  is  here 
copied  It  is  in  the  handwriting  of  Samuel,  son  of  Eev.  William 
Tompson,  and  witnessed  by  him  and  his  brother  Benjamin  Tompson 
the  L-famed  poet,  physician   and   schoolmaster  of  Braintree   and

»A  covenant  of  murr^e  being  proposed  and  intended  between 
John  French  and  Eleanor  Veazie  of  Braintry  in  Newengland,  made 
and  concluded  this  eighth  day  of  July  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  si. 
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Lundretl  eighty  three,  doc  witness  that  the  said  John  French  doth 
l^re-engage  unto  tlie  said  Eleanor  Veazie  not  to  meddle  with,  or  take 
into  his  hand,  any  part  of  lier  estate,  wherein  shee  is  invested  by  her 
former  husband  William  Veazie,  or  any  otherwise ;  nor  any  wise 
weakening  her  right  or  claim  to  the  same.  The  said  John  French 
doth  hereby  engage  and  covenant  to  pay  to  the  said  Eleanor  Veazie 
after  my  decease  four  pounds  per  annum  annually,  to  be  paid  each 
year  immediat.'^ly  ensuing  after  the  said  John  French's  decease,  by 
his  lawful  Abninistrators,  Executors,  or  Assigns,  at  her  dwelling 
honss  ;  the  sp?cie  of  which  payment  shall  bee  paid  in  cord  wood, 
Porke,  Beefe,  !Malt  or  Corn  proportionably  of  each  at  prices  current. 
And  that  she  the  s.aid  Eleanor  Veazie  shall  have,  hold,  possess  and  enjoy 
the  New  end  of  the  dwelling  house  in  which  the  said  French  now 
ilwelleth  with  the  cellar  .ippertaining,  during  the  time  of  her.widow- 
liood.  But  the  four  pound  annuity  to  bee  and  continue  to  her  and 
her  lielrs  or  assigns  during  the  term  of  her  Naturall  life.  To  the  true 
psrformiuce  whereof  th;' said  Jo'm  French  doth  hereunto  set  hand 
this  cio-hth  div  of  .Tulv  Anno  Djinini,  one  thousand  six  hundred 
Eighty  three.  0/ Cffc7^,  interlined  line  twelftli ;  linhl  and  possesa  Vmc 
13th,  a  word  defaced  line  1.5,  before  signing. 

And  shee  -shall  have  ajiples  what  she  please  for  spending,  and  a 
place  for  a  garden  i)lot.
